Enterprise State Junior College is in 
search of a new president, following the

week that he is retiring from the 
president's post, effective September 
30, ws 

In a letter to State Superintendent 
Wayne Teague, Forrester said, ‘After a 
long, challenging, and rewarding career 
in public education in Alabama, I have 
decided to retire."’ 

He has worked in the educational 
field since 1936 when he began teaching 
elementary schoc! in Houston County. 

Forrester was assistant state super- 
intendent when enabling legislation was 
passed for junior colleges in Alabama in 
1963. He was reponsible for organizing 
Alabama's system and came to Enter- 
prise to initiate the Coffee County 
institution in 1965, 

The junior college operated in 
temporary quarters in downtown Enter- 
prise the first year with 256 students 


and moved to the 100-acre campus in‘ 


1966. During the fall quarter of 1981, 
ESJC has 1,917 college transfer stu- 
dents on roll and approximately 5,000 
registrations each year for short enrich- 
ment courses. 

During his 16-year presidency, For- 
rester has insisted on quality education 
for the students. ‘‘We want our stu- 
dents to do better than any others when 
they transfer to Troy State, Alabama, 
Auburn, or any other senior institu- 
tion,’’ Forrester said. Under his control 
the local college has earned the reputa- 
tion of providing quality education and 
is considered by many as one of the best 
junior colleges in the nation.

Forrester’s announcement about his 
plans to retire came during a faculty 
meeting last week. The crowd was 
stunned at the president's announce- 
ment since most had assumed he would 
remain at the helm of ESJC until he 
reached the mandatory retirement age 
of 70. *‘I'll be 65 in September and I’ve 
decided to step down and do some of the 
other things I have planned to do for so 
long,’ he told the group. 

Forrester began his career as an 
elementary school principal and teacher 
in Houston County in 1963. He later 
served as a junior high school principal 
in Houston County, high school princi- 
pal in Dallas County and in Enterprise, 
superintendent of Roanoke and Fort 


Payne city schools, and then assistant 
state superintendent, 


He is a native of Houston County, 
graduated from Ashford High School, 
and received a teaching certificate from, 
Troy State Téacher’s College, Latér 
Forrester obtained his baclielors and 
masters degrees from the University of 
Alabama, and has completed all course 
and residence requirements for a doc- 
toral degree from Auburn University. 


The community expressed its feel- 
ings towards Forrester in 1978 when the 
state legislature passed a bill, at the 
request of local citizens, naming the 
fine arts building on campus the ‘‘B.A. 
Forrester Building.”

The Elba City Board of Education 
approved the hiring of David Bandstra 
Tuesday night as the new welding 
instructor for the Area Vocational 
School. Bandstra succeeds Donald 
Lawford who was promoted earlier this 
year to vocational director at the school. 

Bandstra's application was the last 
of six submitted to the board, and two 
weeks ago the members reached a 
stalemate while attempting to fill the 
vacancy. 

Bandstra has worked as an arc 
welder at Dorsey Trailers for the past 
five years. He began his welding 
training in 1973 while attending 
Manatee County Vocational Technical 
Center in Bradenton, Florida. He is 
married to the former Vicki Taylor of 
Elba and they have one child, Summer. 
Mrs. Bandstra is also employed by the 


city school system as a special education 
teacher. 


In addition to hiring the welding 
instructor, the board also scheduled 
three applicants to be interviewed next 
week for the school superintendent's 
post.

Divine Among Prisoners 
Considered For Release

Allen L. Divine is among the 450 
prisoners which U.S. District Judge 
Robert Varner has ordered to be 
considered for early parole in an effort 
to relieve some of the overcrowded 
conditions in Alabama prisons and 
county jails. 

Divine is serving a life sentence for 
the 1964 shooting death of Elba police 
officer Herman Driggers. The Elba 
man was sentenced by a Coffee County 
jury to die in the electric chair, and for 
several years he was confined to Kilby 
Prison's death row. However, a U.S. 
Supreme Court ruling in 1972 in the 
Furman vs. Georgia case resulted in 
Divire's sentence being commuted to 
life imprisonment. 


Judge Varner has ordered 400 state 
inmates to be released by Friday, and 
listed Divine and 49 others to be 
considered for early parole. This order 
is currently sparking a controversy 
between Governor Fob James and 
Attorney General Charles Graddick. 
Graddick is attempting to block the 
release of the prisoners, while the 
governor is chiding him for his actions. 
The attorney general has filed a motion 
asking Varner to halt his order until 
James proves he has exhausted all 
alternatives to the release. However, 
Varner is expected to proceed with the 
order and to follow the recommenda- 
tions of prison officials to drop 117 
names from the original list for various 
parole violations.

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Former Coffee County District 
Attorney Lewey Stephens, who aided 
Gareth Lindsey in the prosecution of 
Divine, said he intends to protest an 
early release of the convicted murderer. 
According to Stephens, 30 days before a 
person is considered for parole, notice is 
given to the district attorney and circuit 
court judge of the county in which the 
crime was committed. This gives the 
court officials a chance to protest the 
parole if they so desire. 

“I plan to do whatever I can to 
prevent his release by being sure Judge 
Varner is told something about this man 
which he obviously doesn't know,"’ said 
Stephens. ‘He killed a law officer from 
ambush and attempted to kill another. It 
was a horrible act and he doesn’t need 
to see the light of day on a public street 
again.” 


Divine was found guilty of killing 
Herman Driggers on September 2, 
1964, as the city policeman and D.B. 
Atkinson, who was then a deputy with 
the Coffee County Sheriff's department, 
attempted to serve a peace warrant 
against the 42-year-old man. The 
warrant had been sworn out earlier in 
the day by Divine’s father who told law 
officials his son had gotten drunk and 
beat him. 

As Driggers stepped from the car, 
he was hit in the head with a shotgun 
blast. Atkinson said Divine, who was 
inside his father’s house, then opened 
fire on him. Atkinson was hit three 
times and spent several weeks in a 
Dothan hospital recovering from the

injuries. Driggers was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 


At the time of his death, Driggers 
was 40 years old and had worked with 
the Elba Police Department for seven 
years 

In December of that year, Divine 
was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree and sentenced to die in the 
electric chair before sunrise on Feb- 
ruary 18, 1965. After several appeals by 
court-appointed _ attorneys Robert 
Cannon and B.B. Rowe, the Alabama 
Supreme Court upheld the conviction 
and set Divine’s execution date for April 
22, 1966, which was later stayed. 


In 1972 the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled that the death penalty as it had 
been used and administered by several 
states, including Alabama, was uncon- 
Stitutional. At that time Alabama 
started to amend its capital punishment 
laws, and as a result Divine’s sentence 
was commuted to life. 


Prior to his arrest for Driggers’ 
murder, Divine had been arrested on 
various other charges including in- 
decent molestation of a child, and 
assault and battery. He pled not guilty 
and not guilty by reasons of insanity to 
the murder indictment. During the trial 
several defense witnesses testified that 
Divine was insane. His father, D.O. 
Divine, also testified that his son was 
insane, but later under cross-examina- 
tion he said most of his son’s problems 
arose while he was drinking.

Judge Gives County 
Another 60 Days 


The Coffee County Commission 
breathed a sigh of relief last week 
following a court order by Circuit Judge 
Arthur E. Gamble that gave the 
commission an additional 60 days to 
take action to comply with a 1979 court 
order that stated a county jail must be 
built in Enterprise. 


In the order, which was dated 
Tuesday, July 14, Judge Gamble stated 
that because the court does not have the 
responsibility to instruct the commis- 
sion on how to carry out its duties, and 
hecause it is reluctant to use its 
contempt powers, the court once again 
withholds any judgment of contempt at 
this time. Gamble did, however, order 
the commissioners to take the action 
necessary to comply with the law and to 
report to the court within 60 days from 
the date of the most recent order. 

The order set another contempt 
hearing for September 23, 1981, at 10 
a.m. at the courthouse in Enterprise. 


Joe S, Pittman, attorney for 
plaintiffs B.Z. Reynolds and Hooker 
Amos - who first brought contempt 


charges against the commission when it 
failed to act on Gamble’s ruling of 
September, 1979, which stated a jail 
must be built in Enterprise to abide with 
a state law - has commented that the 
judge ‘‘is bending over backwards to 
allow the commission to do what they 
are supposed to do.”’

In this series of articles 
we have been looking at 
several of the sins that were 
involved in Jesus’ being 
crucified, and at the con- 
trasting goodness in Jesus’ 
response to those sins. 

The account of the cruci- 
fixion in the 27th chapter of 
the Gospel of Matthew has 
been in focus. The first 
contrast was that between 
the envy of the chief priests 
and eiders and the seif- 
Biving spirit of Jesus. The 
second contrast was that 
between the disloyalty of 
Judas and of the crowd and 
the unswerving obedience of 
Jesus to the will of the 
Father. The third contrast 
that we find at Calvary is that 
between the expediency of 
Pilate and the stand of Jesus 
upon principle. 

One of the major sins that 
was invoived in the crucifix- 
ion of Jesus was expediency. 
Pilate was motivated by 
expediency - being concern- 
ed only with his own int- 
erests. He did not think that 
Jesus had committed any 
crime deserving of death 
(Matinew 27:23). However, 
when he saw that a riot was 
about to develop over this 
issue, he gave way to the 
pressure of the crowd and 
delivered Jesus up to be 
crucified (Matthew 27:24 - 
26). No doubt he acted out of 
fear of the Roman 
authorities who looked with 
great displeasure upon a 
local ruler who allowed any 
kina of civil disorder. Thus 
Pilate, motivated by selfish 
interests, deliberately acted 
contrary to what he believed 
to be right. 

Jesus, on the other hand. 
took His stand upon the life 
He had lived and upon the 
mnessage He had proclaimed.

He refused tc answer the 
charges maa. against Hin at 
His trial (Matthew 27:13-14). 
As the prophet Isaish had 
Stated long before, in a 
prophecy that found its 
ultimate fulfilment in the 
experience of Jesus: ‘‘He 
was oppressed, and He was 
afflicted, yot He opened not 
His mouth; like a lamb that is 
led to the slaughter, and like 
a shee» that before its 
Shearers is dumb, so He 
openec not His mouth." 
(Isaiah 53:7 RSV). In His 
silence before His accusers 
Tesvs was taking a courage- 
ous stand. allowing the 
quality of His character and 
the content of His teaching to 
s~eak for themselves. In that 
silence was reflected a 
willingness to go to the cross 
defore compromising a prin- 
ciple. 


The sharp contrast 
between Jesus and Pilate at 
this point is seen in 
Pilate’s response to the 
silence of Jesus: . .the 
governor wondered greatly" 
(Matthew 27:14 RSV). Pilate, 
who had no principle and 
who was motivated only by 
expediency, was amazed ut 
the sight of a man who did 
not loudly protest his own 
innocence. 

Once again it is against 
the dark backdrop of human 
sin that we see the full 
radiance of the light of divine 
love at Calvary. In this 
instance it is against the 
background of  Pilate’s 
expediency that Jesus’ ad- 
herence to principle stands 
out most clearly. 

Thus in the death of 
Jesus we have a powerful 
demonstration of His perfect 
goodness -- the source of His 
power over sin. Because of 


His absolute stand upon 
principle (choosing to remain 
silent before His accusers 
ard thus to go to the cross, 
rather than to compromise 
the message He had pro- 
claimed in word and deed), 
He is able to redeem us from 
our every act of expediency. 


Revival To

Simple surgery aids 
patients with myopia

Until recently nearsigh- 
edness could be remedied 
only with corrective lenses: 
glasses or contact lenses. 
Now, however, the condition 
can be corrected in many 
people by a simple surgical 
procedure called radial kera- 
totomy (radial K). 

Dr. Robert W. Lennon, 
founder of the Clayton Eye 
Clinic in Riverdale, GA. ts 
one of three ophthalmolo- 
gists in the Southeast profi- 
cient in this relatively new 
procedure. 

**Radial K surgery is an 
ideal solution for people who, 
in certain job situations, 
need improved vision but 
cannot, or prefer not to wear 
corrective lenses,’ Lennon 
said. He cited airline in-flight 
personnel, factory workers 
and people who cannot tol- 
erate contact lenses as those 


the 


who would benefit from the 
sureucry 

Lenaon explained that in 
normal vision un image is 
focused directly onto the 
eye's feting through two 
lenses, the cornea and the 
internal iens. In nearsighted 
people, cither because of an 
eacessive corneal curvature 
or an elongated eye, the 
image focuses in front of the 
retina, causing blurred vision 
of distant objects. 

“The radial K procedure, 
which flattens the corneal 
curvature, adjusts the focus- 
ing power of the two lenses 
by changing the distance 
between them so that the 
image will reach the retina,” 
Lennon explained. 

The surgery consists of 
making cight equidistant, 
microscopic incisions in the 
non-sight area of the cornea. 
Lennon stressed the proce- 
dure’s safety. ‘‘Incisions ne- 
ver are made within the eye's 
optical! zone, nor do they fully 
penetrate the cornea,”’ he 
added.

These measures will help: 

--Stop maii deliveries and 
put a timed light in the 
window. Better yet, have a 
neighbor stop by daily to 
collect the mail and change 
the timers on the lights. 

--Check to see if your 
phone company offers a call- 
forwarding service. This will 
thwart the burglar who may 
call to determine if anyone is 
at home. 

--Put a thin piece of 
plywood between the top of a 
door and the frame, then pile 
it with empty tin cans. 
Anyone opening the door 
creates a noise designed to 
alert neighbors and frighten 
intruders. 


CHECK JAR SEALS 


We've had several people 
cail to ask how to check 
canned goods to make sure 
the lids are sealed. If you use 
two-piece metal lids in 
canning, check the flat metal 
lid. It should be depressed or 
concave and should not move 
when pressed. 


Tap the center of the lid 
with a spoon. A_ clear, 
ringing sound means a good 
seal. If the lid sounds dull 
when it is tapped, it may 
indicate a poor seal or that 
the food is touching the lid. 
Check this by turning the jar 
on its side and rolling it. If 
there is no leakage, the jar is 
airtight. 

If a jar does not seal 
within three hours «after 
canning, it probably will not 
seal. Keep the jars that are 
not sealed separate from the 
others. Use them first if 
there is no sign of spoilage. If 
you find a leaky jar, use the 
unspoiled food right away, 
freeze it or re-can it. 


To recan, process the 
food, as if it were fresh. 
Examine the jar lip for 
defects, such as nicks or 


chips. Be sure to use a new 
lid. 


The word “balk” comes 
from the Anglo-Saxon 
balca, a wooden beam, 
referring to the huge tim- 
bers that were used to 
bar doors, thus balking 
an enemy’s onslaught.

Dry, hot weather puts 
extra stress on young trees 
around the house.

Check your plants for 
signs of water stress. Go 
ahead and water them if 
possible before they show 
severe stress. Ordinarily dur- 
ing the summer you won't 
have to water them over 2 or 
3 times. Just turn the hose on 


siowly and Jet it soak in for a 
few minutes around the 
small shrubs and move to 
others. This is a lot better 
than using a sprinkler. 
Where water is available, 
small gardeners can water 
with a sprinkler system 
whenever necessary. I surely 
hope that we will get rains in 
the next 10 days so that 
plants, pasturess and crops 
can return to normal growth.

“just to make someone hap- 
py with my work.” Her 
gallery is filled with ‘happy’ 
works--butterflies dancing 
around a bouquet of summer 
flowers; an abstract of bright 
snd vivid colors indicating 
the artist happy and 
cheerful at the time she 
created the painting; an old 
dog-trot house which was 
once an integral part of the 
rural South; and sketchings 
of landmark buildings in the 
downtown Elba area 

Mrs. Collier first dis- 
covered her flair for art when 
she was a child growing up in 


Was 


Coffee County during the 
early years of the Depres 
sion. Luxury items were 


scarce during those years as 
were many of life's staples 
Since art books were not 
considered a necessity for 
everyday living. it was diffi- 
cult to find books to help 
young artists develop their 
talents. Mrs. Collier remem- 
bers finding several books on 
watercolor painting listed in 
the Sears and Roebuck cata- 
log. After ordering them, she 
discovered the instructions 
were too far advanced for 
her. But the aspiring young 
artist continued to peer at the 
pictures and read the print to 


keep her interest in art from’ 


dwindling. 

“I've been interested in 
drawing and painting as long 
as | can remember, but I had 
no formal instruction in art 

" until one summer when I was 
still. in high school and went 
to a session of summer 
school at Montevallo," she 
recalled. 

Even though she con- 
tinued to dabble with her art, 
she did not seriously study it 
again until she enrolled in 
college at Montevallo. Dur- 
ing those years, young stu- 
dents were encouraged to 
follow a curriculum that 
would have practical applica- 
tion during everyday life, 
instead of simply studying 
courses that interested them. 
The Depression was still on 
and students needed to be 


prepared for the working 
world when they received 
their diplomas. 

“Art was not practical 
then, so I took my electives in 
art and majored in clemen- 
tary education.” 

For several years she 
worked as an elementary 
school teacher, but later she 
returned to schoo! and ob- 
tained certification to teach 
art to elementary students. 
She taught art in Columbus, 
GA and later in the Elba 
school system. 

While she enjoyed deve- 
loping young talents in the 
classrooms and devoting lei- 
sure hours at home to her 
art, it wasn't until six years 
ago that Mrs. Collier began 
to fulfill one of an artist's 
most sought-after dreams. 
She opened her own gallery 
and began selling her works 
to the public. 

Before then, she had 
simply painted what made 
her happy. But once she 
began to sell her works, 
another objective entered in- 
to the pictures--more often 
she found herself painting 
scenes which she thought 
would makes others happy. 

“It's difficult to explain. I 
know an artist is suppose to

paint what she feels, but 
when you are working on 
something to sell, you have 
to think about what the other 
person likes, what makes 
him happy, she added. 

Mrs. Collier has painted 
and sketched several build- 
ings in Elba including the 
First Baptist Church, Elba 
First United Methodist 
Church, the old Exchange 
Bank building which once 
stood on the square, the 
courthouse, and several resi- 
dences. Buildings and land- 
scapes sprinkled with flowers 
are her favorite subjects. 

“I think most female 
artists are going to paint 
flowers some time or the 
other. They lend themselves 
so readily to imagination. 
Anything in nature over- 
whelmes me."" Flowers of 
every size, shape, color, and 
arrangement _imagineable 
are displayed in her works 
throughout the gallery. A 
daisy watercolor, a still-life 
of flowers in a vase, rolling 
fields sprinkled with wild- 
flowers, and a close-up color- 
fui study of a single floral 
specimen. 

Her inspirations come 
from her imagination, pic- 
tures she sees in magazines

A back room of her 
gallery is filled with boxes of 
postcards she has bought 
and friends have sent to her. 
Many of the postcards are 
photographs of other artists’ 
works, while others are 
scenes which have been cap- 
tured through the eye of a 
photographer. 

“I've saved so many clip- 
pings and cards that it is one 
reason | had to open this 
gallery--just to have a place 
to store them.” 

Often she uses the post- 
cards and magazine clip- 
pings in her classes at the 
gallery as a model for the 
students. But that is a later 
lesson, When she takes a 
young child, the first instruc- 
tion is to ‘‘draw from the 
imagination". She takes the 
youngsters step-by-step th- 
rough recreating a picture 
from their mind without look- 
ing at anything. 

“Usually on the second 
drawing I allow them to set 
up a still-life of objects. Then 
gradually we work into paint- 
ing from a snapshot of the 


real thing. But the one thing 
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you've got to remember is 
that you can’t paint like a 
photograph and a_photo- 
graph isn’t going to be like a 
painting,”’ she noted. 

Normally, Mrs. Collier 
schedules summer art les- 
sons for children, but she 
was unable to this summer. 
She also teaches adult clas- 
ses in the fall. 

In addition to painting 
and teaching at the gallery, 
Mrs. Collier also mats and 
frames her works, then dis- 
plays them. 

Another invaluable les- 
son which she stresses is that 
a truly good work of art 
requires a lot of hard work 
and “elbow grease’. Des- 
pite many people's impres- 
sions that some works look a& 
though the artist just splat- 
tered some paint onto the 
canvas, let it dry, and hung it 
in a gallery, she said that is 
rarely the case. Even with 
abstracts, hours of mixing 
colors, painting, blending, 
and retouching are spent 
before the easel as the arts 
tries to paint his feelings. To 
create a work of art, the artist 


must be willing to let his 4
